Mr. Diefenbaker first spoke of 
McGill's early history and her 
vast progress since.

MED STUDENTS HOLD 
PANEL DISCUSSION

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The annual conference of the 
Canadian Association of Medical 
Students and Interns got under 
way Monday in Montreal where, 
for the first time in many years, 
-McGill. is the host for this 
important event in Canadian me- 
dical circles. 

Of the twenty-five delegates, 
third and fourth year medical stu- 
dents, representing Canada's twel- 
ve medical schools, eight are on 
the executive committee of the 
Association and four of these are 
McGill students. 

Activities started Monday morn- 
ing with Dr. L.G. Stephenson, 
Dean of Faculty of Medicine, 
delivering a welcoming address 
and John Clcghorn, as president of 
the Association, officiating in the 
welcoming of the delegates. After 
this, the opening of the conferen- 
ce took place followed by the 
reading of the annual reports of 
the President and various other 
officials of the Association and 
its subsiduaries. The last event of 
the morning was a tour of the 
Montreal General Hospital. 
Panel Discussion 
The chief event of the after- 
noon was a panel discussion held 
in the Montreal .General Hospi- 
tal on "Student Participation in 
Medical Education." John Clc- 
ghorn, President, said that the 
significant fact about this discus- 
sion is that the basic ideas on edu- 
cation put forward by the speak- 
ers are of general interest to all 
faculties. 

There were three speakers. The 
first, Dr. R. S. Struthers, Secretary 
of the Curriculum Committee of 
the Faculty of Medicine, discussed 
the topic from the point of view 
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of education. He said, in effect, 
that students should take an ac- 
tive interest in their curriculum as 
this facilitates learning rather than 
a passive role which usually puts 
an end to post-graduate learning. 

Dr. A.S. Burgen, Professor of ' 
Physiology, and the second speak- 
er, emphasized the value of 
"learning in depth." That is -to 
say, students of medicine should 
secome semi-experts in at least a 
few special aspects of their field. 
This could be done by giving the 
student research projects which 
would, transfer the responsibility, 
of learning from the instructor

Big Dramas And Little Ones 

There are big dramas and little ones. Late yesterday 
afternoon we attended the Fall Convocation at the Sir 
Arthur Currie Gym. It .should have been an inspiring and 
significant ceremony, but it wasn't. There was all the color 
and movement which could haVe made the ritual memorable, 
there were all the human emotions latent which could have 
been evoked so that it had meaning for the spectators, but 
somehow it fell flat. 

The ceremony at the Founder's tomb was a mockery. 
All the little actions were obviously being done only because 
they had been done for many years before, and not because 
anyone really wanted or needed them done. There were the 
uncomfortable moments when things went wrong, -when 
one of the stars in the drama missed a cue, the martial 
music the band played was poor, and when it essayed 
"Greensleeves," it was a musical catastrophe. 

At the Convocation itself, there were all the necessary 
( protocols attended to — the solemn awarding of degrees, 
the offerings of thanks and blessings, the giving of honorary 
academic distinction — these .individually are impressive 
ceremonies, but together they lacked any real feeling" of 
importance. Even the Convocation Address, given by Prime 
Minister Dief enbaker, did not have the oratorical and ideo- 
logical distinction which one would expect under the cir- 
cumstances. It had none of the alleged Dief enbaker vitality 
and grandeur; it is perhaps a harsh criticism to say that the 
speech could have been .written and proclaimed by almost 
anyone. It did not require the attention of this country's 
most important man. 

But there was other drama. An RCAF helicopteivroared 
\ rover the Gymnasium and gracefully touched down on the 
turf of Molson Stadium. The aircraft was on a mercy 
mission; it had flown a man with a broken neck from 
I;,:-'', Grandmere to the famed Montreal Neurological Institute. 
It was all done modestly and with pride. The moment that 
the machine landed, attendants were ready with equipment 
and the man was removed to the Hospital. 

There were no -ornate phrases, no flags, no loud music. 
There were only people doing a job, and doing it very well. 
Inside the Gymnasium the Prime Minister was speaking.

"My Fur Lady 
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Our fur lady "My Fur Lady" is back 
in town, at Her Majesty's theatre, and 
as the ads say, it's bigger and better. 
McGill's unbelievably successful Red 
and White Revue of 1957 has hit Mont- 
real theatrical big-time. It's at the big 
house on Guy Street, and it deserves it. 
We last saw the show the second night 
of its career in little august Moysé Hall. 
Then it was a baby show, there were 
squeeks in the wrong places from the 
wrong girls, and there were embarrassed 
faux pas all over the stage. There was 
life in it then too, however, and a good 
philosophy of musical comedy, and the : 
re were in it many ideas and sugges- 
tions important for our country. The 
good things are still in the show, most 
of the bad ones out, the cast is nearly 
all professional but in the best sense. 
Though the show has travelled à far 
distance and has been seen by many 
people and has had an unparallelled 
success, it has lost none of the youth 
and vigour and charm and irreverence 
which gave the baby shqw the scope 
to mature. 

Has the show changed ? No, the show 
hasn't changed. There have been a few 
McGill jokes removed, and some of the 
songs have been changed and one or 
two added. The? faces of- the players are 
a little bit older and harder, the girls 
have better bodies for showgirls, the 
few McGill people who are left in the 
show are troupers now, and the scenery 
arid costumes have that kind of musical 
comedy beauty that only money can buy 
The show is mounted better and dis- 
plays itself better, and it's a technical 
pleasure. 

The main thing. The lyrics and book 
are the same. Tim Porteous' lyrics still 
sparkle and still have that fine intelli- 
gence that can be both gentle and vi- 
ciously barbed. 

They give the show some of its 
finest moments. Sometimes there is a 
quiet disturbing seriousness behind 
some of the funny songs — how many 
girls, not necessarily debutantes, have 
sung the same song of rejected filial 
devotion as do the chanters of "The- 
So-Glad-You-Could-Pay-For-Me-Dad- 
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Waltz." The dialogue is better — the 
timing is always on (though a sym- _± 
bolic cow is not the only thing that 
Don MacSween milks in his poetry 
lecture). 

Gentlemen the players ! and the g 
non-gentlemen players first. Joyce 
Kirkpatrick jets loose as the Madame 
deneral of the - QUACKS and as the 
idiot in the Kappa Kappa Kappa 
satire, though there could have been 
more subtlety in her rendition of that 
role. Judy Tarlo turns on her most 
minx-like charm as the female Mountie. 
Liane Marshall is appropriately sexy 
and satisfactorily stupid as the G-G-'s 
secretary. The distaff of the Culturality 
squad is Natalia Bruko who displays 
one- of the most genuine comic talents 
in the show. As for the lead, My Fur 
Lady, played by Dawn Parker, we have 
one important criticism. We had good 
seats, in the front, and we were able ' 
to hear her; we wonder if the second 
balcony was as fortunate. Her acting 
and regal carriage are both convincing. 

The men act well r-even the chorus 
is alert. Don MacSween is perhaps a 
bit too confident in his poetry lecture, 
but it still comes off well, while John_ 
McCloed and Dave Langstroth are 
two students still in the show who can 
compete with professionals any time. 
Brian MacDonald is impeccable as 
the Reporter, and his personality makes 
each of his scenes a happy one. The 
Student's Society's own Wilfrid Has- 
tings is a perfect G.G.; if the present 
incumbent of the position should tire 
of it, he needn't look far for a suc- 
cessor. 

There are many .others in the show 
who played well, and the technical 
crew also deserves commendation. But- 
the show^ stands on its critical spirit 
and its cheerful questioning of things 
good Canadians hold sacred. At times, 
even, the satire did not go nearly far 
enough, bût at all times it was provo- 
cative. The theatre was full of Canadians 
laughing at themselves and their most 
respected citizens. "My Fur Lady" made 
them do this. McGill has made a va- 
luable contribution to the nation.

Brigadier-General Goren, the Chief 
Chaplain of the Defense Forces of mod- 
ern Israel will deliver a lecture today 
on the future of Israel, at the- Hillcl 
Foundation, 3460 Stanley Street, be- 
tween one and two o'clock. 

Goren has lived in Israel since the 
age of eight,, and in his youth he 
planned for himself a career in the 
Rabinnate. At the age of seventeen 
his first book was published, an essay 
on aspects of Mimonadean philosophy. 

After receiving his rabbinnical de- 
gree he attended the Hebrew Uni- 
versity in Jerusalem where he received 
his .M.A. in mathematics. * 

In 1946 Goren was appointed Chief 
Rabbi of Tel-Aviv and Haifa; how- 
ever, the tension, and perils of border 
warfare and ambush compelled him to 
forsake his position and to join the 
Haganah, the Israeli Defense Forces. 
After distinguishing himself as a para- 
trooper and machine-gunner, he was

Soviet Methods 

Mr. Diefenbaker pointed out 
that this Soviet "first" in the 
scientific race was only made pos 
sible by "a frightful subordina- 
tion of scientific study tq state 
purposes — which only a totali 
tarian state would undertake". He 
established the menacing fact that 
the USSR will graduate more 
people in the scientific field than 
will all the universities of the 
Free World. 

"In the Soviet Union all the 
resources of the State, both human 
and material, are used by the State 
for the purpose of the State. The 
sky is the limit for expenditure — 
regardless of the living standards 
of the people." He further statec 
that although we can never adopt 
these principles, we should realize 
what we are up against and in 
crease financial grants to science 
accordingly. 

"My Fur Lady" 

Commenting on the merits 
good citizenship and a healthy in 
tcrest in politics, the Prime Min 
ister made reference to "My Fur 
Lady" : "I am aware, of course, 
of this University's latest anc 
most successful venture into the 
field of political comment, that 
marvellous extravaganza 'My Fui 
Lady, ". In this field he also sug 
gested the establishment of 
Chair of Politics at Universities 

In conclusion, Mr. Diefenbaker 
expressed his "envy" of the près 
ent graduating class, in that 
"they arc standing on the thresh 
old of a new era, of boundless 
scientific development in which 
man will rise to greater heights 
or fall". .•; 



A rare wathpum belt has been added 
to McCord Museum's collection of In- 
dian exhibits, McGill University an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Purchase of the Huron treaty belt 
was made possible through a gift by 
Mrs. Walter Stewart to the university, 
Mrs. Alice Turnham, director of 
McGill University Museums, said. 

The belt, which depicts a white to- 
mahawk against a purple ground, was 
in Huron possession at Ancienne Lo- 
rn te near Quebec City for many years, 
and was among the credentials carried 
by Huron Chief Tsawanhonhi when he 
was presented at the court of George 
IV in 1825. 

A fully documented colored litho- 
graph of that period, showing the 
chief 'in full regalia and holding the 
belt, is included in the gift. 

Sometime prior to 1850 the belt 
passed into the hands of the Tessicr- 
Desrivièrcs family of Quebec City 
from whom it was purchased. 

Museum officials believe the belt 
may have been part of an earlier belt 
which was one of three exchanged by 
the Iroquois and Hurons as part of 
the Peace of Montreal in 1700-1701 

Wampum is the Algonquin name 
given to the hand-drilled cylindrical 
beads fashioned from purple and 
white shells of the quahaug clam of 
the eastern seaboard.

Such beads were highly prized by 
the Indians and strings of them were 
often used as currency. 

Woven with sinew or fibre threads 
on a warp of narrow leather thongs, 
these same distinctive purple and 
white beads were often combined in 
mosaic-like patterns to form belts 
which were pictorial records of special 
events, and handed down from genera- 
tion to generation. 

In ceremonial use the white beads 
indicated peace, health and prosperity, 
and the purple beads hostility, sorrow 
and death.
